UNEMPLOYED. 


Disturbances All Over 
the Country. 


Serious disturbances arising from 
demonstration’ by. thousands of 
unemployed are focussing the entire 
attention of the United States on 
the problem, according to recent 
United Press messaged. 

Unpleasant incidenta are occur- 
ring in.all part of the country, and 
in several cases the police have been 
forced to charge the mobs, while 
the Fire Brigade waa called Snto 
service with hoses. in Lés Angeles, 

In Brooklyn there were turbulent 
scenes when 900 half-starved unem- 
ployed men and women surged and 
fought around the Borough Hall 
barracks. of the Salvation Army. 
They demanded food and, when they 
failed to get it, staged a riot of no 
mean proportions. 

Brooklyn Battle, ~ 

Police reserves were hastily sum- 
moned, in response to a’ riot call 
The police found the demonstrators 
threatening to break down doors. 
Using their sticks ag blackjacks the 
police charged the crowd. 

Several of the unemployed were 
knocked down by mounted police 
officers. After a short but spirited 
battle the police were successful and 
the, crowds wore dispersed. - 

There wag. similar demonstra- 
tion on the Bowery, New York’s 
street of lost souls. But this was 
more easily broken up, albeit there 
were aching muscles and stomachs 
still empty when it was all over,

000 in public works construction so 
that jobs may be creafed for thou- 
sands of men who have no work and 
who have families dependent ypon 
them. 

-Further, the unemployed in 
Minnesota demanded that the State 
should furnish thom with free food, 
homes, light and heat. 


Los Angeles Scenes, 


In Los Angeles the efforts of the 
pollce to prevent a so-called Com. 
munist meeting in a down-town 
park resulted | in a dozen group 
fights in the busincas district. 

Hundreds, protesting against un- 
employment, clashed with police 
There were many broken noses, 
bruised heads and sore bodies. One 
man waa arrested and all of the 
banners of the demonstrators were 
confiscated and destroyed. 

The rioters fled only when fire 
department equipment was rushed 
to the scene. Firemen played 
streams of cold water on the mobs. 

In Torre Haute, Indiana, thore 
were serious demonstrations by the 
unemployed. Workers paraded 
to emphasise thelr demands that 
jobs be provided for all unemployed 
Americans. 

As a result of the Terre Haute 
demonstrations all Mexican workers 
in four railway construction camps 
near Terre Haute decided to return 
to Mexico immediately. The rail- 
way companies will provide the 
Mexicans with transportation to 
their homes. 

In geveral ‘cities police reserves 
wore called out to disperse rioting 
crowds who offered resistance when 
attempts were made to break up 
demonstrations,

INSURANCE AGENTS 


COMPANIES’ MOVE TO STOP 
UNFAIR REBATES. 


An important agreenient, to 
which nine mutual Jife insurance 
offices have subscribed, was an- 
nounced ‘in London rocently, It 
Is an attempt to stop the practice 
of “rebating,” by which a new 
policyholder is allowed commisalon 
on his policy, which amounts to 
what is really 1 rebate upon his 
promiums, The details of ‘the 
agreement was explained to a Preas 
reporter by Mr. Geoffrey Marks, re- 
presenting ‘the British mutua’ 
oficza, and Sir Robert Boothby, on 
behalf of: the ae offices, ; 

Describing it as “gentleman's 
agreement,” Mr, Marks said it In- 
dicated a very important departure 
in thelr general practice because it 
was the firat occasion on ‘which my 
considerable number of offices hnd 
not togethec and entered into a 
formal agreement to improve und 
purify the Insurance business, “We 
regard {t more.as a possibility off 
future action than of very great ad- 
vantage in its Immediate results,” 
he said. “The main point is the 
prevention of direct commission to 
the ‘own case’ agent. That to a 
certain extent has been’ a scandal 
among us, and to the offices. There 
isalso thd question of cutting rates, 
and that, too, we believe should mt 


-|be encouraged,”

| Land and the possible confusion 


of ship names have probably 
diverted attention from the ex- 
ploratory. work vy the new stéam- 
ship Discovery IL. in the Falkland 
Islands Dependencies, (writes. 
J. M, Wordie in the Times). This 
was the first voyage of the new 
research ship, steel built and ice 
strengthened, with a steaming 
radius of over 6,000 miles, and 
equipped with scientific staff and 
apparatus unequolled since the 
Challenger voyage in 1872. She 
wag able, in seas notoriously 
stormy when not ice-covered, to 
combine important land work with, 
her regular ocernographic pro- 
gramme; and there can be no 
better proof of her excellent quali. 
ties for the purposes for which 


1 she has been built. 


The South Sandwich - Islands 
(not to be confused with the Paci. 
tic Sandwich Islands, now the 
Hawatian Group) are nearly al- 
ways ice-surrounded. They lie 
about 1,200 miles E.S.E. of the 
Falkland Islands, Exploring visits 
have been rare and of very brief 
duration, and till this year the 
islands. were uncharted and the 
possibilities of useful develop- 
ment unknown, Discovery IJ 
spent three. weeks round the 
aslands, and carsied out a detailed 
; Survey of the group. Two par- 
ticularly good anchorages, were 
i discovered, sounding ‘and. dredg- 
ing were continuous; and an im- 
mense advance in the little-known 
hydrography of the islands has 
now been made, Thus Discovery 
It, rounds off a chapter in Antarc- 
tic history associated with the 
great figures of Cook and Belling- 
shausen. It has given us at least

Southern Thule: On. Tuesday, 
January $1, 1776 Captain Cook,

Nearly half a: century ‘was to 
nass before Sandwich Land be- 
eame the South Sandwich Islands. 
Russia’s rise as’ a maritime 
nawer led to the disontch of many 
exploring exveditions, but none 
has had such discoveries to its 
credit as that of Rellineshansen, 
Ordered south in 1819 by the Em., 
reror Alexander J. with instruc- 
tions ta comnlete Cook’s work by 
nushing south where that navi- 
gator had had to turn towards 
the north, Bellineshausen pro- 
+eed to carve off nortions of the 
unknown south almost as large as 
those removed hy Cook. On 
January 3, 1820. when approach. 
ing Sandwich Land, three new 
islands were discovered and 
named ‘after the Marawis de 


Traverse of the Russian Admiral- 


ty. One was, described as an ac- 
tive volcano, rising into a fantas- 
tie summit. and emitting thick 

clouds of vapour, A landing was 


‘made and the ground found to be 


quite hot on the mountain, so that

Basis of, Views on: 
Housework. 


WHEN SHE YAS WORKLESS. 


When Margaret Bondfield was 
appointed Minister of Labour 
people said that she had been given 
the most dificult job in the Cabinet, 
and there’ were many — prophecies 
about the opposition she would meet 
with from all sides. But it waa not 
then foreseen that vhe would bring 
such a storm about her head {f, in 
her attempts to mitigate the severi- 
ty of the problem of women’s un- 
employment, she advised young 
women unabie to find work {n the 
textile traies to consider the 
chances in domestic employment. 
So greatly iy this resented by cer- 
tain member$ of her own party that 


they even make a grievance of the | 
. fact that, in common with some of |’ 


her women colleagues, she is trying 
to improve the conditions of domes- 
tle service. 

Those who know her are not sur- 
prised at her attitude. [t is not a 
new one. Ever since the end of the 
war, when thousands of women lqst 
their jobs and were sceking In vain 
for new ones, she has faced the fact 
that domestic work cannot be ignor- 
ed, and sho his actively “promoted 
the training centres where girls 
hitherto unused to housework, have 
been intensively trained in the cle- 
ments of the art. ; 

The writer retains a very tively 
memory of an encounter with Miss, 
Bondfield when this point was being 
discussed years ago, 
more about the unattractive side of 
a domestic worker's life than about 
the straits to which thousands of

BREATHING SPACE. 


FRENCH OPPOSITION TOO 
CONFIDENT. 


M. HERRIOT'S INFLUENCE. 


Paris, Dec. 19. 

Commenting on the Steeg Gov- 
ernment’s surprise victory in the 
Chamber, the ress attributes the 
tesult chiefly to the over-coufidence 
af the Opposition which. as even 
the anti-Government papers can- 
‘didly admit, over-reached ‘ itself, 
playing ‘nto M. Steeg’s hands by 
alienating the sympathies of some 
of the middle groups through un- 
untair manoeuvres. Another factor 
making for NM. Steeg’s initial suc- 
ecss was, In the Press opinion, M- 
Herriot’s forceful speech pleading 
for a domestic truce and rallying 
many wavering Deputies to the 
Government's support, However, it 
is generally admitted that the Gov- 
ernment will have a hard row to 
hoe. 

Move To Escape Difficulties. 
: Paris, Dec, 20. 

The Government's resolution 
sending the Chamber into vacation 
was first announced to have been 
passed by the narrow majority of 
one vote. It 10w turns out’ that 
the tellers made a mistake in add- 
ing the figures, the majori- 
ty being really eleven, As 
the twelve members of the 
Cabinet who are members of 
Lhe Chamber did not vote as they 
had already left the House, the 
Government Press crows loudly 
that the Steeg Cabinet goes into 
vacation with a majority of about 
123, 
The recess will be used, among 
«ther things, to fill up the gaps in 
the Government caused by the de- 
sertion ‘of several Ministers just 
hefore tae recent crucial vote of 
tonfidence civiston. 

The sudden adjournment of Par- 
Niament until January 1% amidat 
pandemonium on Friday night, has 
a loud echo in the’ Press, of which 
the Opposition papers insist that 
the adjcurnment is a -distinctly 
high-handed action by the rew 
Cabinet and prompted solely by the 

wish to escape difficulties. Tho 
pro-Government organs cemphasisa 
that the precedent for a prema- 
ture adjournment was established 
by M. Tardieu this Summer, More- 
over, it.is declared that the ads 
‘ournment demonstrates the new 
Premier’s deterraination to exhaust 
all possible means to gain breath- 
ing space and prepare for handling 
the difficult situation next year.

MURDERERS. MEET DEATH WITH 
A SMILE. 


Sing Sing (New York) 
Dee; 13, 

The three “Cry-baby” bandils— 
James R. Butler, aged twenty; 
James Bolger, aged nineteen; and 
Italo Fernand{, aged twanty-two— 
who earned their nickname because 
vf copious weeping at their trial, 
went to the electric chair calmly in 
Sing Sing Frizon to-day for the 
murder of a drugyist’s assistant. 

The youths maintained an out- 
ward appearance of bravado for the 
beneflt of their mothers, who re- 
mained at their sides until the 
moment came for them to begin the 
march to the death chamber, 


Their mothers waited in an ante-| 


chamber in readiness to take the 
remains home for burial. 

Butler was the—first to go to the 
chair, He chewed gum furiously. 

In a few moments Fernandi was 
brought into the chamber. He 
nodded calmly to the prison officials 
Turning to the prison warden, he 
said, “All I have to say is, may 
God forgive you,. for you know not 
what you do”—-the same words used 
by Mrs. Ruth Snyder when she was 
electrocuted with Judd Gray for 
the murder of her husband in 1927 

As he was strapped to the chair 
Fernandi added: ‘Bless my mother 
and sweetheart.” 

The executioner, Robert Elliott, 
ill at ease, fumbled, wherespon 
Fernandi erled out, "Oh, come on 
and get this over with, Boys, I will 
try to die with a smile.” 

Bolger, the youngest of the trio, 
who was ‘alleged to have fired the 
shot which killed the druggist, was 
the last to die.

WIRELESS ON A 
MOTOR.-CYCLE. 


‘Trailer Invention’ of 
London Officers. 


A new method of employing the- 
Mobile ‘wireless sets at present in. 
use by Army signal corps has been 
invented and brought to perfection 
by officers of the 47th (2nd Lon- 
don, Divisional Signals (Terri- 
torjals). ‘ 

The invention [s a novel type of 
trailer on which the set 13 mounted. 
Jt will carry two passengers, 

Hitherto: the transmitting -and 
receiving sets have been carried on 
ears, but the officers of the 47th 
Signals realised that if the set could 
be employed in conjunction with a 
motor-cycle mobility would be en- 
ormously increased. 

So the officers set to work, and 
their researches evolved the new 
motor-cycle trailer. : 

Shock Absorbers. 

The trailer is a light structure 
fixed in swivel fashion to the rear 
wheel of the motor-cycle. It rung 
on two ordinary bicycle wheels with 
pneumatic tyres and is composed of 
light sheet metal and wood. Thero 
is a platform for the sot and boxes 
to hold batteries and behind are 
two light seats, strong enough to 
support two men. 

A special kind of canvas hood is 
fitted to make the trailer weather- 
proof,

mounted on sponge» rubber balls, 
which absorb the shock, reducing |

BROADCASTING IN 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


Highlights Heard at 
Home During 1930. 


A YEAR OF PROGRESS. 
and. { 


The annual review of the work of 
the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion has now been issued for 1980, 

Technical progress, it is stated, has 
been well maintained and sufficient 
«experience has been accumulated 
of regiona! broadcasting since a 
full service of alternative pro- 
grammes was introduced at Brook. 
mans Parl: in March last -to justfy 
an optimistic view of the future of 
dual programmo transmissiong.'>. - 

Work on the north regional sta- 
tion, which Is situated on the hills 
above Slaithwaite, near Hudders- 
field, has continued throughout the 
year, and tert transmissions will bo 
possible very shortly. é 

A site for the Scottish regional 
station has also been chosen at 
Westerglen, three miles south of 
Falkirk, in Stirlingshire, and the 
work of building the station Is to 
begin immediately. The new ata- 
(ion will be the third twin, trans: 
'wnitting station to be built as part 
of the B.D.C’s regional scheme. and 
will, when in operation, replace: the 
existing low-power transmitters at 
Glasgow, Etinburgh, and Dundee. 

In general, the regional trans.

Of outside symphony concerts, 
the year hns seen the second half 
of last’ season's series at the 
Queen's Hall, under the conductor- 
ship’ of Sir Thomas Beecham, Sir 
Henry Wood, Sir Edward Elgar, 
and, a8 guest conductors, Anser- 
met, Scherchon, and Casas. 

There was also the remainder of 
the series at the People's Palace, 
under the direction of Sir Landon 
Ronald and Mr. Percy Pitt. The 
Promenade Concerts at the Queen's 
Nall, under Sir Henry Wood's po- 
vular conductorship, proved iun- 
usually attractive to the public. 

Another outstanding musical 
event was the relay of Toscanini’a 
soncert from the Albert Hall on 
June 4. The series of contempor- 
ary concerts, begun in October, 
1929, continued in 1930 at monthly 
intervals untjl May, and another 
series of Northern Promenade con- 
certs wes given by the Halle 
Orchestra, under the conductorship 
of Sir Hamilton Harty. Ten operas 
have been given complete in the 
atud{o, and. in addition, many: re- 
lays took place from the operas 
given at Covent Garden, . 

In the world of drama, a definite 
standard for the future has, it Is 
felt, been set by the production of 
“Brigade Exchange,” a German 
War play by Ernst Johannsen, 
which was produced by Mr. Howard 
Rosco, and marked the peak of 
dramatic accomplishment so far. 

The play was constructed round 
@ scene in which the characters 
spoke to each other from places so 
far apart as the German front line, 
divisional hendquartera, and base 
hospitals, and sound was, therefore, 
demanded as the medium. 

“Exiles” was another specially- 
written microphone play, though 
more complex in the construction 
of its scenes than “Brigade Ex- 
change.” The field of radiodrama 
was carefully explored, particular. 
ly with the view ‘of finding plays 
written specially for broadcasting. 

Church Services, 

. The Commission on Staffing of 
Parishes has iasued a report in- 
Gicating . that ‘broadcasting may, 
prove to ‘be of use {n churches 
where ‘there {s no priest available. 
The report. states that places are 
known where-the congregation of 
a parish church has, in this way, 
joined in the sorvice held in some 
distant cathedral. It has shared in 
the prayers, joined in the. hymna, 
and lstened to the sermon. 

The report of the committee. set'up 
wt the instance of the Canterbury. 
tower House of Convocation to fn- 
quire into the relation between tho 
Church and broadcasting, under tho 
chairmanship of the Bishop of Ely, 
has not yet been. presented, but tho 
B.B.C, has already contributed te 
.the, committee a statement of its 
policy and progress. 

Several iraportant changes in the 
service of broadcast lessons for 
schools have been observed.
